In Mattson Case

December 27—Ten-year-old Char- 
les Mattson was kidnaped from the 
home of his father, Dr. W. W. 
Mattson, at Tacoma, Wash., the 
bearded kidnaper left a soiled ran- 
son note demanding $28,000. 


December 23—The Department of 

Justice assumed charge of the hunt 
for the kidnaper. Some 40 agents 
were reported in Tacoma within 24 
hours after disappearance of the 
child. 
December 29—The Mattson fam- 
ily sought contact with the kidnap- 
er by a classified advertisement in 
the Seattle Time. 


December 30. — Department of 
Justice agents called a “truce,” 
apparently to give the Mattson fam- 
ily an opportunity to negotiate with 
the kidnaper. 

Second Ad. 

December 31—A second classified 
advertisement appeared in the Seat- 
tle Times saying in effect: .

January 2.—Officers raced to an 
abandoned poultry ranch in Thurs- 
ton county.

No Ransom Paid. 


| Paul H. Sceva, close friend of the 


|Mattson family and one of the men 
' - 
who identified the body, issued a state- 


ment for Dr. Mattson in which he said 
the demanded $28,000 ransom had no: 
been paid, although there had been 
three contacts with the kidnaper by 
‘mail and by telephone. 

| $Seceva declined to state whether 
there had been any clues to the iden- 
| tity of the abductors. He added, how- 
/ever, that telephone calls had not been 
traced. 

| Asked if Dr. Mattson had “gone out 
to try to make personal contact with 
the kidnapers,”” Sceva said he would 
not “deny this.” 

In Seattle, King County~- Coroner 
Otto Mittelstadt. who minutely exam- 
ined Charles’ body before it was re- 
moved from the snow-covered depres- 
sion where it was found, said he 
“judged the boy had been dead four 
or five days.” 

Bound and Beaten. 


Evidence was, he said, that the hoy 
had been bound and roughly treated 
before he was killed. 

“Besides an ugly wound on the lef: 
side of the head, where the boy had 
been struck with some blunt object, 
there were other marks and bruises on 
his body,” the coroner said. 

“On his wrists were marks of a 
small rope or cord, showing he had 
‘been bound. I would say, from these 
indications, he had been badly abused 
‘and roughly handled. 

The body, nude, was lying on its 

back. The right knee was bent, draw- 
ing the leg up. The body was frozen 
so stiff the leg could not be straight- 
ened.” ; 
One of the clues yielded by the 
body. Coroner Mittelstadt said, con- 
sisted of abrasions and marks of dirt 
and grease in the skin. indicating the 
frozen body had been transported on 
the floor of a dirty, jolting old auto- 
mobile. 

Blue-gray clay that caked the fin- 
gers indicated the body had been dump- 
ed along some river bank before it 
was removed to the brushlands where 
it was found. 

« Taken to Mortuary. 

Charles’ body remained at the Ta- 
coma mortuary, wrapped in the burlap 
placed around it when lifted from the 
snow. The funeral director said he 
had been ordered to leave it in a lock- 
ed room, allowing no one to view it. 
until told differently by the federa! 
agents. 

Dr. Mattson, notified of the discov- 
ery in his Tacoma office, started the 
50-mile drive to Everett, but was 
spared the necessity of viewing the 
erushed body of his son by federai 
agents, who intercepted him en route 
and turned back with him to Tacoma. 

He returned to his home to comfort 
his wife and their other two children. 
William, 16, and Muriel. 14. 

‘ Mother Collapses. 

Mrs. Mattson callapsed and was 
placed under the care of a nurse. 

When first told the bruised little 
boy had been found, Dr. Mattson re 
fused to believe it was his son “until 
I see the boy with my own eyes.” 

“I feared when they pulled that 
boy out into the night that something 
like this would happen,” he said. 

Tracks indicated an automobile 
brought the body to about 150 feet 
from where the child was found. 

The body was found shortly before 
noon, frozen to the snow. Hands ani 
face were covered with what appear- 
ed to be river silt, as though the 
body had first been placed in water 
ae the edge of a stream or mud- 
lat. 

J. H. Connelley, second in command 
of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents here, arrived at Everett 
less than an hour after the first re- 
port. With seven agents, he closed 
th® area around the spot where the 
body was found, allowing no one to 
approach. Later the body was placed 
in an ambulance for Tacoma. 

Charles was kidnaped from the liv. 
ing room of his father’s home at 8:45 
p. m. Sunday night, December 27. 

A masked man, waving a pistol, 
broke glass in a French window and 
forced William Mattson, 16 to re- 


lease the latch. 

Inside, he terrorized William: 
Muriel Mattson, 14, and Virginia 
Chatfield, 15, of Seattle, a house guest. 
These three, with Charles, the curly- 
haired, brown-eyed youngest son of 
Dr. Mattson, were all in the living 
room and were alone in the house ex- 
cept for Oke Pilsen, aged retainer, 
who was sleeping above the garage 
wing. 

The children described the intruder 
as foreign looking, of medium height 
and swarthy complexion. He had sev- 
eral days’ growth of beard which the 
children saw when his mask slipped 
temporarily. He was dressed roughly 
in dark blue trousers, a blue jacket 
and a light tan cap, they said. 

Brandishing the pistol, he searched 
each child quickly. muttering:

William Muriel and Miss Chatfield 
all claimed afterward they could easily 
identify the man. 

Finding no money, the man sudden- 
ly grasped Charles. who weighed about 
70 pounds and was somewhat small 
for his age. 

“This will be better than money.” 

With the boy in 
his arms, he backed toward the French 
window, paused to pull a soiled paper 
from his pocket and throw it on the 
floor, then ran back through the win- 
dow and down to the brink of the ter- 
race. 

The two girls saw him go over the 
terrace edge. 

Ransom Messages. 

The scrap of paper the intruder Jeft 
on the floor proved to be a ransom 
note obviously carried in a pocket for 
several days. Making no mention of 
the Mattson family by name, the note 
demanded $28,000 ransom for release 
of “the boy”: promised he was being 
held safely: issued directions for mak- 
ing contact with the kidnaper, and in- 
eluded other details, 

The ransom was ordered prepared 
with $10,000 in $5 bills. the remainder 
in $50 bills, all old and wrinkled, ae- 
cording to reports of the note’s con- 
tents.

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NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON, 


WAR PROPHETS WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Peaceable Judge 

Moore, the ex-acting state secretary, hit the 
headlines with a prediction that the expected suicidal adventure of .Euro- 
pean belligerents is not near. 

His superior, Secretary of State Hull, has evaded public quotation, 
but Peeping Toms at his window lately noticed he has developed a new 
evening pastime. After hours, he has frequently taken out a detailed 
map of the Balkans and contemplated it in solitude, tracing the borders 
of the varicolored political subdivisions. His private opinion is supposed 
to be that the break will come there in the spring. 

The White House also holds opinions less optimistic than those of 
Judge Moore. But if the President has any definite working theory 
about when and where the trouble will start, he has managed not to 
express it to several who have talked with him on the subject. 


DELAY The absolute top of New Deal financial and economic thought 

is known to have adopted the safe working theory that war 
will come within the next four years, possibly not this year, probably 
next. 

The Moroccan madness of the machine gun-diplomats in Europe 
caused less apprehension in Washington than anywhere else. It was this 
particular situation which prompted Judge Moore to speak his piece. 

He did not say so, but he and the other authorities here believe the 
new Anglo-Italian Mediterranean agreement has set up a “slow down’’ 
sign for those riding the war road on tlre continent. It was a sad event 
for British supremacy. It recognized the rights and powers of another 
authority than Britain’s in the Mediterranean. But Mussolini had already 
asserted this authority by building airplanes which cut Britain’s ship 
path across the sea as definitely as an international border could. The 
agreement merely recognized this. But it gave Mussolini what he 
wanted, and left Mr. Hitler high, if not dry, in his Bavarian retreat. 

No one here knows what secret agreements may exist between Hitler 
and Mussolini, but the new trend of events is at least temporarily toward 
delay of war. 


FEARS The fears which generated such excitement about Morocco 

: are these: The so-called statesmen of Britain were willing 
to make a Mediterranean agreement with Italy because they figure they 
can still dominate that inland sea regardless. They control the Suez at 
one end and Gibraltar at the other. Mr. Mussolini can cut the sea in 
two, but they still have him bottled up at both énds. That is, they 
have unless they let Herr Hitler overrun Spanish Morocco, which is just 
across the narrow Straits from Gibraltar. If Hitler or Mussolini, or both, 
can keep a large armed force of Germans and Italians near Gibraltar, 
then the British have lost the Mediterranean complétely.e This is espe- 
cially true in this day of heavy mobile guns and heavy bombing planes 
equipped with land bases near the seacoast. 

The build-up of a German force in Morocco and Spain hits France 
nearly as hard as Britain. It puts a German military force in the rear 
of the French army. 

Neither England nor France can permit such things to happen unless 
they are content to become second-gate powers. 


QUICK WAR Military men have worked out what they call the 
expected line of attack in Europe and Asia if and 
when it comes after April Fool’s Day. They envision it this way: 

Germany and Japan would move simultaneously toward limited ob- 
jectives. The Japanese military objective would be the severance of 
three maritime provinces from Siberia. This could be done by setting 
up a line of Japanese bayonets from the Amur river across the narrow 
neck of land to the sea on the north. Germany would be expected 
to launch a drive to separate the Ukraine from the rest of European 
Russia, utilizing the Balkans as a probable jumping off place for her 
troops and also as a base of supplies. The accomplishment of these ob- 
jectives would foment internal Russian dissatisfaction with the Stalin 
regime and provide the opportunity for overthrow of the Russian gov- 
ernment. 

While all this is going on, Italy would hold “maneuvers” and mobiliza- 
tions close to the French border with a view only toward keeping France 
off Germany’s back. The French, they say, will not fight, éxcept to 
repel an invader, and no invasion of France is contemplated. : 

The Fascists thus could clean out Russia in ‘a quick war’ which 
would not involve the rest of the world. 

It all sounds logical and may come to pass, but it seems to be just 
a little too logical to work out that way. 


NEED The world has developed modern techniques to meet modern 
demands. For instance, the sit-down method provides a very 
pleasant and effective way to strike. It was discovered by the leisure- 
loving French. What is needed now is a lie-down method of warfare.

Courtesy to Nazis any discussion 

of the propus- 
ed boycott of Max Schmeling’s fight 
with Jimmy Braddock. it should be 
kept in mind that Schmeling is a rep- 
resentative of the Hitler youth and 
that the Nazi idea is the sworn enemy 
of everything that is meant by the 
word “Americanism.” The Nazi lead- 
ers proudly assert that they spit o 
freedom which is the true meaning o 
Americanism and a sacrament ‘to per- 
sons of American belief. They are an 
unscrupulous people whese political 
creed justifies killing, cheating, steal- 
ing, lying and conspiracy against the 
other races of the world'on the ground 
that their devotion to Adolf Hitler 
vindicates any crime against anyone 
who is not a Nazi. 


They send Nazis over here to be- 
come naturalized with the mental res- 
ervation that they remain loyal to 
Hitler with the result that the Loyal- 
ty of a naturalized American Nazi can 
not be trusted in any problem involv- 
ing the two countries. 

These things all can be found in the 
Nazi political teaching and their creed 
shows that it is a mistake ever to ex- 
tend to them the benefits of chivalry 
and sportsmanship in commerce, di- 
plomacy or athletics. The Nazis con- 
stantly point out that the treaty of 
Versailles was brutally unjust but 
they never point out that when they 
had Russia and Roumania by the 
throat they gave them much worse 
treatment than the Allies gave Ger- 
my and that their intentions toward 
all their enemies were generally blood- 
thirsty. They detest and are sworn 
to destroy American ideals and while 
demanding to be treated as civilized 
human beings in other countries they 
adhere strictly to the policy that de- 
cency, honor and sportsmanship are 
the foibles of the sucker and should 
be exploited to the utmost wherever 
they are encountered.

Then, Sharkey fouled Schmeling and 
Max was awarded the decision, thanks 
to the influential protests of Arthur 
Brisbane, who was sitting in the press 
row, and Joe Jacobs, the Jewish man- 
ager of the German who was not yet 
standing before the world as a model 
for the Hitler youth. Hitler himself 
was not yet the God of the Nazi breed 
and the cautious Schmeling was not 
openly committed to him. 

Later, when Schmeling came over 
here to fight Joe Louis, Hitler, hav- 
ing come to power in the meanwhile, 
ignored him because Schmeling in the 
rg had been knocked out by 
Max Bf®er, a Jew, and in three fights 
of 45 rounds all told, had been unable 
to inflict serious damage on Paulino 
Uzcudun, who had been knocked out 
by Louis in four rounds. 


; But when  Schmeling 
Hitler knocked out Louis, Hitler 
Adopted suddenly discovered that 

Max was a great Nazi 
and a model for the bloodthirsty chiid- 
hood of the reich. Schmeling then 
adopted Hitler and they are still on 
cordial terms and Max comes here to 
challenge Braddock in the role of Nazi 
hero. He forgets, however, that dur- 
ing the term of his own championship 
he evaded a return bout with Jack 
Sharkey just as Braddock has evaded 
a bout_with him. om 

Schmeling fought Willie Stribling 
imstead and beat him although Sharkey 
at the time had the same sporting 
claim on Max that Max now had ou 
Braddock. Schmeling was-not appeal- 
ing to the sportsmanship of the Amer- 
ican people when he ran out to Cleve- 
land to meet Stribling and postponed 
Sharkey who beat him and took the 
title when they finally met a year 
later. . 

Heavyweight politics are wily and 
clouded in ulterior motives but no 
more so than Nazi politics. But the 
politics and evasions and deceptions 
of pugilism are unimportant to the 
people of the world whereas Nazi polli- 
tics threaten the lives of American 
kids now in college and playing with 
Christmas toys, the peace of the world 
and civilization. The Nazis would 
cheerfully kill America if they could.

Incidentally, it might be remember- 
ed that Schmeling has taken a great 
fortune in cash out of this country 
but that. Hitler will not permit any 
American to take a dollar out of 
Germany. Last year an American oil 
company was compelled to pay for its 
oil sold in Germany in the form of 
cuckoo clocks and mouth-organs. 

If the present situation were Tre- 
versed, Braddock would not be allowed 
to get away from Germany with his 
purse but would have to return home 
with so many kegs of Munich beer, 
so many tons of limburger and 80 
many fathoms of hot dogs.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


MUSCLE TONE AND POSTURE. 

Walking is less fatiguing than 
Standing. Stand at attention for a 
few minutes and you will know why. 
When any one, particularly a grow- 
ing child, has to maintain the upright, 
erect posture for a considerable time, 
or even has to sit erect, the strain on 
the back and the feet is severe and 
may result in serious disability. Un- 
der such circumstances the tendency 
is to relapse into a posture of relax- 
ation and fatigue, to slump into the 
“lazy” posture—rounded back;—shoul- 
ders drooping forward, chin out, ab- 
domen bulging, feet rolled out—the 
picture of negative or minus muscle 
tone, firmness, elasticity. Not only 


the muscles but also the other soft 
tissues—the skin, the fat, the liga- 
ments—share this loss of tone. If 
the Strain is prolonged or frequent 
the ligaments finally fail to recover 
tone or elasticity and structural or. 
growth changes follow, resulting in 
fixed deformity. 

That the human body is not yet 
well adapted to the upright posture 
is an inference suggested by the 
prevalence of hernias, displacements 
of abdominal and pelvic organs, vari- 
cose veins, hemorrhoids, flat feet, 
round back, spinal curvature among 
men and the rarity of such conditions 
among quadrupeds. 

The tone, firmness or elasticity of 
muscle and flesh is determined chief- 
ly by nutrition and only secondarily 
by the amount of daily physical work, 
play or exercise the individual does. 

Discussing the prevention of pos- 
tural deformities (Archives of Pedi- 
atrics, August, '34) Dr. R. H. Wice- 
gins said: “Any foodstuff which will 
enhance the child’s nutrition, at the. 
same time add to the tone of the mus- 
cles and ligaments and strengthen the 
bones will aid materiall¥ in forestall- 
ing physical incapacity and inferior- 
ity. In this instance cod liver oil is 
a specific. The rule may he laid down 
that every child, from one month to 
six years of age (better 16 years), un- 
less his entire body is being é@¢xposed 
to sunshine or ultraviolet irradiations, 
should receive adequate amounts of 
cod liver oil routinely and regularly, 
remembering that there is no standard 
dose for every ‘child, some requiring 
more than .others.” 

We were still dishing out calomel 
when I was a tyro in_ practice. 
Haven’t heard a word about calomel 
in the past 10 years. Castor oil was 
more or less an old stand-by 10 or 20 
years ago. Today castor oil is seldom 
used medicinally. Cod liver Oil (and 
other fish liver oils) has one well-es- 
tablished virtue, namely, that it :s 
the richest natural source of vitamin 
It is also the’ richest natural 
source of vitamin A. The standard 
dose for adults is a_ tablespoonful 
three-or four times a day: for chil- 
dren a teaspoonful three or four times 
a day, “gradually increased as the 
stomach will permit, and continued 
for a long time.” As the best cod liv- 
er oil contains 75 units of vitamin D 
in the gram (about 300 units in the 
teaspoonful), an infant four or five 
months old receiving three teaspoon- 
fuls daily gets not more than 900 units 
of vitamin D a day—and _ probably 
needs from two to three times as much 
to prevent rickets and promote the 
development of sound teeth.

At the present time, as a result 
of an exhaustive review of the 
needs of the families of workers on 
the works program, we have found 
that it will be necessary during the 
winter months to provide employ- 
ment for at least 2,580,000 work- 
ers, of which number 250,000 will 
receive employment from funds ap- 
propriated in the emergency relief 
appropriation act of 1933. This rep- 
resents a net reduction of more than 
S00,000 since last March. Further 
reductions will be made in_ the 
spring and summer, at the time of 
seasonal increases in private em- 
ployment. 

Unforeseen Factor. 

An unforeseen factor in federal 
expenditures for the relief of des- 
titution has been the drouth, which 
laid waste large areas of the coun- 
try and brought disaster to hundreds 
of thousands of farm families, 

During last summer and fall, an 
emergency program was developed 
to provide employment for the. most 
destitute of the stricken families. 

With the advent of winter, about 
250,000 of these families are being 
transferred from work projects to 
the Resettlement Administration, 
which will provide them with direct 
grants for subsistence through ‘ie 
winter, and make other provisions 
to get them started on an independ- 
ent basis when the planting season 
arrives. 

Since the balance of the present 
appropriation of $1,425,000,000 for 
relief and work relief will be barely 
sufficient to finance this program 
through the month of January, I 
recommend that the congress pro- 
vide a supplemental appropriation of 
$790,000,000 for this purpose for 
— of the fiscal year

We have promised that the men, 
women and children of America who 
are destitute through no fault of 
their own shall not be neglected. Be- 
fore the end of this fiscal year I 
shall make specific recommendations 
to the congress defining in detail 
my views relative to the continuing 
problem of unemployment relief and 
its administration in 1938.

THE STORY OF CHINA. 
ViIl—Dragons of Old. 
Among the very old myths of China 
are many which tell about dragons. 


| It is even related that a dragon “stood 


near when the world was being made.” | 
As centuries passed by, the story- | 


tellers spoke of many different kinds 
of dragons. Here is a description of 
one kind: 

“It has the head of a camel, the 
horns of a deer, the ears of a cow, 
the eyes of a rabbit, the neck of a 
snake, the seales of a carp, the claws 
of a hawk, the paws of a, tiger.” 

In other words, that dragon Was a 
little bit of a mixture! 

In one case we are told of a dragon 
with Sl scales, or “nine times nine,” 
making a lucky number. In another 
case a dragon is described as having

clouds. If they began to fight among 
themselves, there came thunder and a 
downpour of rain. When the fighting 
lasted a long time, it might mean so 
much rain that there would come a 
terrible flood. ‘ 

When the weather was too dry, the 
people used to drop pieces of iron in 
springs, ponds and rivers. They be- 
lieved this would make the dragons 


Statues of dragons were carved for 
use in front of royal palaces and oth- 
er large buildings. 

The revolution which led to the Chi- 
nese republic 25 years ago caused a 
change in the flag, taking the dragon 
off. Many people had come to feel 
that the dragon stood for royal power 
which crushed down the common man.

$66,563,814 EXPENDED 
BY U.S. 10 AID GEORGIA 


Figures Are Revealed in 
President Roosevelt’s Re- 
port to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt reported to con- 
gress today expenditures in Georgia 
under the emergency relief acts of 
1935 and 1936 totaled $68,563,814 
during the 21 months ended Decem- 
ber 31. 

The figure represented the state's 
Share, during that period, of appro- 
priations totaling $6,305,000,000 for 
federal relief works—$4,880,000,000 in 
1935 and $1,425,000.000 in 1936. 

Tabled details of the nation-wide 
program, compiled by the National 
Emergency Council, showed there re- 
mained an unexpended balance in the 
Georgia accounts of $19,434,924. The 
States total allocation, therefore, 
spent and unspent, totaled $87,998,- 
738. However, an $11,660,608 slice 
of the Georgia balance has been obli- 
gated, leaving a net remainder to the 
state of $7,774,315. 

Georgia’s heaviest expenditures, a 
total of $14,992,266, were for con- 
servation work—forestation, erosion 
control, land utilization, irrigation, 
water conservation, and related proj- 
ects. The second highest, $12,284.- 
642, was in government checks to the 
state for relief. Expenditures for 
highways, roads and streets accounted 
for expenditures of $7,528,183. 

Other items: 

Public buildings, $5,330,435: hous- 
ing, $1,238: recreational facilities, $4,- 
109,724; electric, water and sewer 
projects, $4,450,494; transportation 
facilities, $1,437,793; educational 
projects, $4,839,999; miscellaneous 
projects, $6,505,492: administrative 
expenditures, $3,193,905; rural reset- 
tlement and direct relief, $3,935,438.

Cuddy Says Boycott Would Not Have Been 
Called If Schmeling Were Dependable.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—(UP)— 


The minute the non-sectarian anti- 


Nazi League announced its boycott 
against the Braddock-Schmeling fight, 
some of the New York columnists 
rushed into print with demands for 
fair play, sportsmanship, ete. 


Right off, I figured the boys were 
out-typeing me, and that I had bet- 
ter grab my musket off the wall and 
also start firing away, in defense 
of Herr Max Schmeling. But 1 did 
a bit of investigating first, and came 
away holding my nose—with these 
conclusions, “Don’t strike your chil- 
(ren except in_ self-defense’ and 
“Nertz.” 

I mean the whole thing is a nasty 
mess in which big dough and racial 
hatreds are involved and in which 
Herr Maxie is posing as an inter- 
national martyr, whereas he may ac- 
tually be the recipient of ravens com- 
ing home to roost. So I'll just hang 
my musket back on its peg and not 
defend anybody—although I feel quite 
positive that Schmeling never will 
fight Braddock for the title. 

Maxie and I are very good friends. 
I admire him as an athlete. He is 
one of the cleanest living fellows in 
the ring. He is good to his wife and 
to his mother. 

LEFT BAD TASTE. 

But as a professional pugilist chas- 
ing the dollar, Maxie did things that 
left bad tastes in people’s mouths— 
things that indicated he was kicking 
his friends around, to get what he 
wanted. The last man to win a world 
title in America, while sitting on the 
canvas, gave the boxing commission 
the run-around on that second Shar- 
key title fight; gave the hie to a 
reputable American newspaperman, 


Gallico, when threatened with a libel 
suit, and gave the squeeze to his| 
manager, Joe Jacobs. 

Many members of the boxing fra- | 
ternity got the impression that Herr | 


? 
to keep his promises. And this was 


most unfortunate when Maxie prom- 
ised to return to the United States 
and defend his title in case he won 
it from Braddock. I mean, I don’t 
think either Madison Square Garden 
or Promoter Mike Jacobs of the Twen- 
tieth Century Club, are very confident 
that the beetle-browed Uhlan ever 
would give anybody a crack at that 
title on American soil—particularly 
Marse Joe Louis. 

They fear that even American dol- 
lars could not entice Maxie into an 
American ring with a reputable op- 
ponent, once he recaptured the crown. 
They remember that Schmeling re- 
fused point-blank an offer of $300,000 
to meet Louis in a return bout last 
September, after the scheduled title 
tilt with Braddock had been postponed 
because of the champion’'s “arthritis.” 
Were Maxie to hold the title in Ger- 
many, defending it now and then 
against chaps like Neusel or Paulino, 
it would be very bad for boxing in 
this country. 

In addition we have the Nazi vs. 
anti-Nazt situation, with Herr Schmel- 
ing caught in the cross-fire and crip- 
pled as a drawing power, in New York 
city at least. But Schmeling’s serv- 
ices are under contract to Mike 
Jacobs, the same man who has Joe 
Louis under contract, so it probably 
would be no great blow to Uncle Mike 
if Louis got the title shot instead of 
Schmeling. 

GARDEN IN QUANDRY. 

Meanwhile, Madison Square Garden, 
which has Braddock under contract 
for his first title defense, will lose 
control of the title after the June bout 
—whether Schmeling or Louis defeats 
3raddock, or Jersey James retairis the 
crown. And, if the fight is staged in 
New York, it would be better for the 
Garden to have a Braddock opponent 
against whom there is no boycott. And 
under the circumstances, it can’t be 
staged outside of New York. 

As far as this boycott is concerned, 
it is a very serious weapon—now that

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REFUGE SOUGHT 
FOR WILDLIFE 
IN OKEFENOKEE 


Government Buys 290,000 
Acres of Swamp for 
Project. 


By the Associated Press. 

Earle R. Greene, manager of a 
federal wild life refuge project, said 
Uncle Sam seeks to restore to wild 
animals and waterfowl in the Okefe- 
noke swamp the homes “the advance 
of civilization” destroyed. 

In Atlanta to address the Georgia 


Society of Naturalists, Greene said 
he hoped “by protection to restore 
wild life’ in the swamp. 


This protection is obtained, he 
said, by preventing the shooting and 
trapping of the animals and birds, 
and seeing “they have plenty of food.” 

The swamp offers “plenty of nat- 
ural food we believe,” he said, and 
the problem is “to bottle up” the 
swamp to prevent hunting and trap- 
ping. Occasionally, it is necessary to 
“kill the natural enemies” of the vari- 
ous forms of wild life, he said. 

“We would will a house cat where 
we wouldn’t kill a wildcat,” he iHus- 
trated. 


The purchase of 290,000 acres in 
the swamp by the United States Bio- 
logical Survey, of which Greene is a 
member, is the most recent of about 
150 purchases of land to be used as 
a “reservoir’’ of protection for wild 
life remaining in the nation. 

Greene came to the Okefenokee 
swamp from Mattamuskett lake in 
North Carolina in December, 1936. 

Later, when the project is ad- 
vanced, he said the swamp may 
opened to the public “to see” the ani- 
mals and waterfowl. 

He said the swamp is the largest 
undeveloped tract “in the east, and 
probably contains more different 
forms of wild life than any other 
place in the country.” 

He said an effort will be made to 
increase species of animals and water- 
fowl which have been depleted by 
hunters and trappers. He said he also 
hoped to locate several species, such 
as the ivory bill woodpecker, believed 
extinct. 


CAMBRIA IS PAID 
FOR ALBANY CLUB 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—(?)—Joe 
Cambria, former owner of the Albany 
club in the International league, today 
collected $52,500 for the sale of the 
Albany players and franchise to the 
New York Giants. 

Signing of final papers by Presi- 
dent Horace Stoneham, of the Giants, 
and Cambria was a mere formality 
since Cambria had already signed an 
agreement to sell the club. 

Cambria anyounced after closing 
the deal that he was still interested 
in buying the Toronto franchise in 
the International league.

If the Garden tries to shift the 
Braddock-Schmeling bout outside of 
New York, the anti-Nazi League will 
boycott all attractions at the Garden. 
This would be serious because there 
are about 4,000,000 Jewish residents 
in Greater New York. Besides, Mike 
Jacobs, who controls Schmeling, says 
he will not let Maxie fight outside of 
New York city, because there would be 
no money in it. 

The outlook is very black indeed for 
Herr Schmeling, now that the ravens 
have returned to roost.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—(UP)— 

War rumors became a more powerful 
stock market factor today. Copper 
prices soared and other commodities 
advanced on foreign demand. 

The stock market was strong. Cop- 
per shares were the leaders, rising to 
new highs for more than a year on 
gains ranging to three points. The en- 
tire list picked up and turnover again 
crossed the 3,000,000-share level, the 
third full five-hour session in which 
this figure has been attained. 

Copper was the chief feature of the 
day’s markets. The price of export 
copper rose as high as 12.725 cents a 
pound. Heavy hedging was reported in 
copper on the London Metal Exchange. 
As the export price rose during the 
day the price of copper futures on the 
New York Commodity Exchange 
gained as much as 3-4 of a cent a 
pound, under heavy trading. With this 
situation prevailing, domestic produc- 
ers finally were forced to hike the 
price to 12 1-2 cents a pound, 1-2 cent 
advance, and even this‘may not be the! 
limit as the export price continues. 
above domestic quotations. Some | 
groups talked 13-cent copper here 
while other more bullish forces predict- 
ed 14-cent copper by early spring.

RETROACTIVE TAXATION 


Unanimous Opinion of Silver 
Tax Law Is That Period 
‘Reasonable.’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11-—~P)— 
The supreme court today unanimously 
sustained the gevernment’s attempt to 
“prevent profiteering at the public 
expense” by imposing 2 50 per cent 
retroactive tax on profits made by 
silver traders in 1934. 

This wae the third administration 
victory before the tribunal since thd 
present term started last October. 
However, the opinion, prepared by 
Justice Van Devanter, undoubtedly 
Was written before President Roose- 
velt appealed last week for judicial 
support for his policies. 

Government attorneys promptly 
scanned the decision to determine if 
it had any bearing on the question 
whether a so-called “windfall” tax 
can legally be levied against certain 
persons who avoided paying process- 
ing taxes under the invalidated agri- 
cultural adjustment act. 

The silver tax was part of a 1934 
act which directed the Treasury to in- 
crease its purchases of that metal until 
the nation’s monetary stock consisted 
of 1-4 silver and 3-4 gold. The gov- 
ernment contended that speculation 
by some traders while the legislation 
wus before congress tended to increase 
the price the Treasury had to pare 
Officials said today’s decision validat- 
ed some $400,000 in taxes. 


Percy K. Hudson, of New York, 
started the litigation by suing in the 
court of claims for a refund of thd 
$4,311 taxes paid on profits from sale 
of silver futures contracts on May 
23 and 20. 1934. Since the tax was 
not enacted until June 19, he con- 
tended the levy was invalid. The court 
of claims agreed with him but was 
reversed today.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(4)-—- 
After setting up machinery to guard 
domestic credit against inflationary 
effects of gold inflows, the adminis- 
tration now is moving to erect bar- 
riers against an economic downspin 
if gold leaves the country. 


Federal Reserve Board officials said 
today they have asked congress to con- 
tinue for two years the board's power 
to issue currency backed by govern- 
ment bonds. This little-used authority 
now is scheduled to expire March 3. 

Officials said the extension would 
provide a control against deflation in 
event of sudden withdrawals of gold. 

Although they said some gradual 
outflow would be “desirable” to re- 
lieve the present swollen supply of 
idle funds, they added that a large, 
immediate withdrawal might occur if 
war broke out abroad, resulting in @ 
sharp contraction of credit.
